Co., told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 


he had a talk with Mr. Beggs relative to Mr. Powelson’s retirement 
as head of Union Electric, but Mr. Campbell added that he was not 
in a position to give out an interview on the subject.

Hartley Williams as Successor, 

Hartiey Williams of the New York 
Edison Co. will ‘succeed Mr. Powel- 
gon as president of Union Electric.

Williams has been in St. Louis looking 
over the Union Electric plants and busi- 
Ness, and it is expected that he will 
shortly assume the duties of Mr. Pow- 
elson's position. 

Mr. Powelson is absent from St. Louis 
looking after some of his own business 
interests, and it is not expected that he 
will return to St. Louis in the capacity 
of president of Union Electric.

“square” it: with the public.

The rupture in the management of the 
company is said to be due to the fact

Since Mr. Powelson went into office 
he deposed H. P. Coates as secretary 


of the company and elected H. C. Spoeh- 


rer to succeed him. 

An intimate friend of Mr. Powelson, 
who declined to have his name used, 
said: 

“Mr. Powelson was told by the of- 
ficials higher up in the North American 
Company that he had to make Union 
Electric produce a certain sum of money 
every month. 

“Mr. Powelson went to work in accord- 
when 
the new schedules, with che high mini- 
mums, went into effect, both being ap- 


proved by the North American authori- 


ties, there was a storm of protest on 
the part of consumers. 

“The officjals of the North American 
Company criticised Mr. Powelson for 


getting the company into trouble, when 
as a matter of fact they were to blame 


for it by issuirig the orders which he 
carried out. He resented the criticism 
as unfair to him. 


He contended that he was not respon- 
sible as president of the company for 
the numerous complaints on the part of 
consumers, when he was merely carry- 
ing out the policy of the North Amer- 
lean Company to get all the money it 
could out of them.” 

Mr. Powelson is a naval man and re- 
tired at the close of tne Spanish-Amer- 
ican war with the rank of commander. 

There has been complaint among his 
Superiors that he ran Union Electric ip 
accordance with naval rules and regu- 
lations, as he would a battleship, treat- 
ing the employes and the public as en- 
listed men.

SUPPOSED TO BE 
SIUDIO SLAYER 
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Clothing Buried With Bullet- 
Pierced Body Similar to 
Brogan’s. 








FOUND IN THE RIVER 





Jealous East St. Louisan Had 
Been Missing Since Pho- 
tographer’s Murder. 





Clothing like that worn by Givens 
Brogan, the jealous husband suspected 
of the murder of A. J. Magill in his 
Eas: St. Louis photographic studio, was 
buried with the -body taken from the 
river at Crystal Cityy Mo., with bullet 
wounds in the head. Facts learned 
Thursday by Post-Dispatch reporters 
lead to the belief, shared by the police 
of St. Louis and East St. Louis, that 
the unidentified body 
near Crystal City, was that of Brogan. 

Edward Brogan, a son, said Thurs- 
day that the description of the body fit- 
ted that of the missing man. He said 
Brogan wore a belt with a brass buckle. 
Such a belt was found on the body. 

Brogan had been missing since the 
tragic death of Magili on the afternoon 
of July ll. It is now believed that Bro- 
gan shot himself and leaped into the 
river, or was murdered and his body 
thrown in. 

Constable Brent of Festus, who had 
charge of the body after it was taken 
from the water, said Thursday that the 
body was “all humped over’ and that 
he was unable to straighten it com- 
pletely. 


Brogan Stoop Shouldered. 

Brogan was so stoop-shouldered as to 
appear almost a hunchback. The body 
was taken from the river as clad, in 
a good suit of blue serge and a white 
shirt. Brogan put on a white shirt 
and a new blue serge suit when he left 
his wife on the Saturday afternoon of 
the Magill murder, telling her he was 
going to do something she would be 
sorry for ali her life. 
Brogan was 50 years old. The body 
found at Crystal City was described as 
that of a man 45 to 55 years. 
The only particular in which the de- 
scription of Brogan does not agree with 
that of the body is that Brogan wa3 
described as smooth shaven, while the 
dead man had a sandy moustache. Thijs 
difference may be accounted for by the 
more than two weeks intervening be- 
tween Brogan’s disappearance and the 
apperent time of death of the man in 
the river. 


Marder Coroner’s Verdict. 
Tittle attempt was made to identify 
the body at Festus, and it was buried 
“Vednesday after the formality of an 
injuest, held by Coroncr Hansiey of 
Pevely. 

The Coroner and. Constable Brent 
caine to the conclusion that thc man 
was murdered, They based this opin- 
int on the two bullet wounds, one i: 
front of the right ear, the other unde~ 
the chin, and the fact that the pockei;3 
were turned inside out. 
‘irs. Susan Brogan, wife of the miss- 
ing man, declared after the killing of 
Megill that she hoped Brogan would be 
cuptured and hanged. She «iid not hes- 
iiate to accuse him of tiie “iurder. 
Magill was a Roosevelt Rough Rider 
and had a magnificent physique. He 
was acquainted with Mra. Proran, wiro 
was more ihan ten years older than 
he. Her huscand was increasingly jeal- 
ous of him, and Magill had been rned 
against the man’s anger. 
Mrs. Brogan said after the murder 
that she was out at a phonograph par- 
ty the night of Friday, July 10, Magil! 
not being present, and remained until 
early Saturday. When she got home, 
she said, Brogan accused her of hav- 
Ing been in Magill’s company. 
Smashed the Furniture. 

Then, she said, he smashed several 
articles of furniture. put on his best 
clothes and departed with the threat 
of doing what.she would regret. He 
would never return home, he said. She 
replied that she did not care. 

That afternoon two men, sitting in a 
window which commanded a view of 
Magill’s photograph gallery, saw a man 
resembling Brogan enter the place, 
shake hands with Magill, then draw 
@ revolver and shoot him in the right 
arm. 

They looked on, in the fascination of 
terror, while the man clubbed Magill 
with the butt of the revolver, and, as 
the photographer fell, shot him in the 
top of the head. 

When the alarm was given, the man 
was not found. Investigation showed 
that a man looking like Brogan had 
purchased a revolver at a pawn shop. 
The weapon he bought was of 38 caliber 
and the bullets taken from Magill's 
brain were of “correg@ponding size.

BERLIN, July Pe has put to 
rout the Kaiser, backed by all the im- 
perial authority. It became known to- 
day that Prince Joachim Albrecht of 
Prussia, second cousin to the Kaiser, 
and Marie Sulzer, known as the Baron- 


éss Liebenberg, were married on Aug. 


15 of last year. 

That marriage was the culmination of 
a romance which has scandalized Eu- 
rope, excited the Kaiser to a state of 
wrath even for him, and stirred the 
House of Hohenzollern as it has been 


Prince Joachim is the second son of 
the late Regent of. Brunswick, Prince 
That distinguished 
nobleman was one of the most haughty, 
the most unbending, the most uncom- 


bers of the royal family. 


His son, a great, athletic fellow of 32, 
was a favorite of the Kaiser because 
of his soldierly qualities, his distin- 
guished appearance and his talent, 
which expressed itself in the writing of 
clever plays. It was that penchant for 
playwrighting which brought together 
the Prince and Marie Sulzer of the Tri- 
anon Theater, Berlin. 


Dancer Six Feet Tall. 

Marie Sulzer is not considered a 
beauty, but is of striking appearance. 
She is six feet tall and has the build 
of an amazon, with a wealth of fair 
hair and an exceedingly pleasant smile. 
So far as was known in Berlin, her 
character was unimpeachable, but her 
station, of course, was exceedingly 
humble. She is three years older than 
the Prince. 

When Prince Joachim met her he fell 
head over heels in love. The Kaiser, 
fearful of a mesalliance, banished him 
for a time to Africa, and Marie se- 
journed in Paris. But when the Prince 
returned, she, too, came back and the 
courtship of the pair was resumed. 

“If the woman only were noble, it 
wouldn't be so bad,” stormed the 
Kaiser. 

Prince Joachim told his sweetheart of 
the imperial remark and she ingeniously 
set out to become “noble.’’ A marriage 
broker was retained and he found in 
Vienna a small, impecunious puppet 
who bore the name Victor Julius An- 
dreas, Baron von Liebenberg. Poor as 
he was, however, his title was one of 
the oldest and proudest in Austria. 


Paid *®7500 for Title. 

For $7500 he consented to marry Mme. 
Sulzer and then, after she had gotten 
a legal right to the title baroness, to 
commit such acts as would warrant her 
obtaining a divorce. Half the fee of 
the husband was to be paid at the time 
of the marriage, half after the divorce 
had heen obtained. 

Prince Joachim, Mme. Sulzer and an 
elderly female companion went to Lon- 
don. There also went Baron von Lieb- 
enberg. in tow of a marriage broker. 
After everything had been arranged,

The Baron and Baroness departed 
from the scene'in the same carriage. 
But around the corner the vehicle was 
stopped and the Baron alighted, raised 
his hat and strode away on foot. It

GIVES ST. LOUIS 
MAN SURPRISE 


Didn’t Know What Kind of 
Clothes He Needed in 
Canada. 








BUILDING A RAILROAD 





Superintendent of Construc- 
tion Company Tells Experi- 
ences in Far North. 





After spending four months of Arctic 
winter in the extreme northern part of 
Canada, over 500 mies from the north- 
ern confines of civilization, where until 
three years ago few white men had ever 
penetrated, George Bedford, superin- 
tendent of the J. Hy. Reynolds Construc- 
tion Co., and a former St. Louisan, is 
visiting friends here before returning to 
spend three years more in the Arctic 
wilderness. 
Mr. Bedford is in charge of the con- 
struction of a portion of 150 miles of 
the transcontinental railroad which is 
being built under the direction of the 
Canadian Government. He and 100 work- 
men have been confronted by almost in- 
surpassable difficulties in carrying for- 
ward the work. 
“The region in which we have been 
working is the thickest bush country,” 
said Mr. Bedford to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. ‘‘We have been compelled to cut 
out way, step by step, through almost 
impenetrable undergrowth. 

Climate Astonishes Him. 
‘The cold in that region is intense. A 
temperature of 50 degrees below zero 
is nothing unusual. When I arrived last 
March at McDougal! Chutes, the nearest 
settlement to Perry Sound, where our 
wrk is being done, I had made no prep- 
arations for the climate and was clad as 
I had left St. Louis. The natives gazed 
at me in astonishment. The first thing 
our foreman there did was to rush me 
over to the supply house and fit me out 
with suitabie clothing. But I was al- 
most frozen before I secured it. They 
gave me two suits of the heaviest wool- 
en underwear I have ever seen, three 
pair of heavy woolen socks and the 
heaviest of outer garments, and bun- 
dled. my feet in moccassins and what 
they call ‘‘shoe packs.’’ Such an outfit 
they considered only ordinary clothing. 

“The day after my arrival we started 
in sledges drawn by dogs from’ McDou- 
gall Chutes to our camp at Perry 
Sound, a distance of 150 miles. That 
night we slept on the snow. When I 
awoke the next morning I found my- 
self imbedded almost three feet. 

“T goon became accustomed to the 
strenuous life of the country, however, 
and am now able to walk 40 miles a day 
on snow shoes with a pack on my back 
containing my tent, bedding and’ pro- 
visions. 

Yankies*+Are Unpopular. 

“There is a great prejudice in the far 
North against Americans. We are all 
called Yankees and cordially hated by 
the Indians and the few French-Cana- 
dians of that district. This has hin- 


dered us in our work. 

‘The Indians are constantly victim- 
ized by the few traders who venture 
that far north. The traders will place 


side valuable mink and other skins un- 

til the two sides balance. On this basis 

the exchange is made. The trader re- 

celves sometimes over/$300 worth of pelt 

in'a single exchange such as this. It 

is a skin game in more senses than 
” . 

Bedford, who is stopping at 813 Mar- 
ket street, has been besieged “4 his 
friends since his arrival in St. Louls 
for souvenirs of the northern wilder- 
ness. He has given away moccasins, 
snow shoes and articles of Northern 
clothing until his supply is almost ex- 
hausted. He will start in a few days 
for his return trip to Perry Sound.

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Four-Cornered Fight Over 
Circuit Attorneyship Is 
in Doubt. 





MACHINE VOTE IS SPLIT 





Neither Connett, Walsh, Otto 
or Cummings Holds Bal- 
ance of Power. 





In the opinion of Democratic leaders, 
the four-cornered fight, for the circuit 
attorneyship nomination at the general 
primary election, Aug. 4, will be decided 
by independent Democratic voters. 
Careful analysis of the situation in 
various wards indicates that the Demo- 
cratic machine strength—that is, the 
vote credited to practical party workers 
—will not exceed 15,000. 
Two-thirds of this vote probably will 
be cast for Campbell Cummings and 
W. C. Connett. Harry Walsh will poll 
the greater part of the remaining one- 
third, while Carl Otto must look out- 
side the organization for material aid. 
Friends of Delegates Fred Warner and 
Fred W. Priesmeyer and all the influ- 
ences identified with the House of Dele- 
gates combine are lined up in opposition 
to Connett’s candidacy. 


Miles-Daley Crowd for Watsh. 
The City Committee, under the leader- 


ship’ of Lawler Daley and Justice of 
the Peace “Jimmy” Miles, dominates 
the Second, Third, Fifth, Fourteenth, 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth and Twenty-sec- 
ond wards. These wards are Walsh 
strongholds. 

Harry B. Hawes, leading the Jeffer- 
son Club organization, is supporting 
Campbell Cummings. 

Connett’s organization help is confined 
to three or four officeholders at the 
City Hall and several Democratic lieu- 
ténants, who believe he is the strongest 
man that can be nominated for the po- 
sition. 

It is recalled that Connett is the man 
who set.the trap which led to the in- 
dictment of Delegates Priesmeyer and 
Warner on charges of bribery growing 
out of the passage of the Ascher garage 
bill. 


Warner Men Support Walsh, 
The Warner men have been powerful 


in the Second Ward for some time. They 
say they will give 600 votes to Harry 
Walsh. 

State Senator Kinney--political master 
of the Fourth and Fifteenth Wards— 
is friendly to Cummings and bitterly 
opposed to Walsh, who, he says, is un- 
fit for the office. 

Kinney is not making a fight against 
Connett, although the latter does not 
hope to obtain more than 200 or 300 
votes in these two wards. 

The Fifth Ward, controlled Jargely by 
Speaker Conran of the House of Dele- 
gates, is conceded to Walsh. 

In the Seventh, Eighth, Ninth and 
Tenth wards, Carl Otto will be sup- 
ported formidably, but indications are 
that Cummings will carry the machine 
vote of those wards by from 300 to 500 
majority, 

Louis Kunz, former secretary of the 
Board of Election Commissioners and a 
power in South St. Louis, is urging 
Otto’s claims. 


Connett Strong in Twelfth. 
Connett is making good headway in 


the Twelfth Ward and may carry it. 
In the Thirteenth, William J. Fiynn, 
Assessor and Collector of Water Rates, 
has assumed personal charge of the 
Connett interests. Practically all the 
precinct committeemen in this ward 
are working for Connett. Cummings is 
their second choice. 

Justice of the Peace O’Hallaron is di- 
recting the Connett workers in the 
Twenty-first, where Cummings also has 
considerable strength. 

If Committeeman Clooney can control 
the Twenty-third Ward, Connett will 
lead the other candidates there.

Organizer Says Surplus Should 
Be Sufficient to Care 
for ‘All Poor. 





The sick benefit system as applied 
by the Odd Fellows lodge and other se- 
cret organizations has been adopted by 
the Christian Church in the Society of 
Applied Christianity, with headquarters 
at 903 Aubert avenue. . 

The plan of this organization is to 
have members of the church join the 
society and pay monthly dues. Then, 
when one of the members becomes sick, 
he receives benefits in proportion to the 
amount of his dues. The scale of dues 
is based on that of the Odd Fellows 
and it is estimated that this will give 
a surplus sufficient to care for all the 
sick poor in each community which has 
one of the societies. 

The Rev. EB. F. Harris of Colorado 
is organizing the work here. He said: 

“The church is the agency through 
which God seeks.to save and serve the 
world. The church is founded on, and 
should exemplify, the principle of love. 
The church, therefore, to be consistent 
with its mission, should be actively at 
work serving man in his material inter- 
ests as well as in his sipiritna! interests. 


‘ Failed in One Particular. 
“But little fault can be found with 


our work in our attempts to convert 
the world, but because we have not 
adjusted our methods of applying the 
principles of Christianity to the material 
needs of our fellows to meet present 
conditions we have miserably failed in 
this particular. 

“Changed conditions demand a change 
fn the methods through which service 
fis rendered the worthy poor. Present 
industrial conditions absolutely prevent 
one neighbor from caring for another 
in sickness and the misfortunes of life, 
as men did under different conditions 50 
In trying to care for the 
worthy poor of the church and the com- 
munity under present conditions, the 
church has been forcing them to re- 
ceive charity or suffer.

‘The new movement recognizes the

The organization is two years old, and 


there are ten of its societies in Western 
cities. ; 

The Rev. Mr. Harris says that with 
their dues the Odd Fellows build sani- 
tarlums and orphanages and save a 
large surplus. 

The Society. of Applied Christianity 
has the same dues as the Odd Fellows 
and its expenses will be smaller, be-

WORK COSTS — $50,000 





Congregation Also Expects to 
Have Regular Pastor by 
Winter. 





Plans of the congregation of the 
King’s Highway Presbyterian Church, 
King’s highway and Cabanne avenue, 
when consummated will involve one 
of the most unique architectural feats 
in the building history of St. Louis, A 
huge stone church will be carefully 
taken apart, stone by stone, and 
transported 16 blocks, where it will 
be restored, as nearly as possible to 
its original form. 


The united congregation of the 
King’s highway church, which in- 
cludes the former membership of the 
Lucas Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
Channing and Lucas avenues, will de- 
molish the Lucas avenue church, and 
use the materiat in the construction 
of an addition to the Kihg’s highway 
edifice. 

Work was begun Monday morning 
on the addition to the church. The 
structure to be erected will in reality 
be the main church, as the present 
building is only a chapel. 

To Spend About $50,000, 

On this work the congregation expects 
to expend about $50,000. It is planned to 
have the new church ready for occupan- 
cy by winter, when the congregation 
hopes to have a new pastor. 

e Rev. C. P. Goodson, who was pas- 
tor of the King’s highway church up to 
the time of the consolidation of that 
church with the Lucas avenue church, 
resigned and since then there has been 
no regular clergyman. 

The church members plan a number 
of other improvements, and will begin a 
campaign of institutiona wiork, when 
the new structure is finished, that will 


surpass any previous effort of the 


church. 

An 18-piece orchestra already has been 
organized. It is under the direction of 
a skilled leader, and holds frequent re- 
hearsals.

The only 
thing it lacks of being the noisiest in 
the country is an elevated road run- 
ning -overhead, a boiler factory where 
Wells’ well now graces one of the cor- 
ners, and a band in a balcony. 

Noiseless Pavement Wanted. 

The property owners | along Olive 
street, from Fourth to Fourteenth, want 
the city to tear up the cobblestones and 
replace them with a noiseless pavement. 
This applies to Locust street as far as 
Thirteenth street. , 

There is some talk of creosoted wood- 
en block, but one of the merchants 
along the street would have linoleums.

“A Royalist United States of America 
is organized for the purpose of securing 
real liberty and to crown.Helen of New 
York as Queen. We desire the aid of 
the royalists of the world, who can 
place our cause before their respective 
sovereigns and secure their practical 
support. LOUIS A. GOURDIAN.” 

Gourdain, who is dark eyed; of x rench 
descent and American accent, explained 
that he is one of a secret council of 
seven sent by the Supreme: Council In 
Chicago on a private mission to the 
crowned heads of the world. 

The secret council arrived on the Lu- 
cania, June 22%, and is now scattered in 
St. Petersburg, Madrid, Italy, Japan and 
London, trying to obtain converts among 
those influential with royalty. 


“The movement to overthrow the 
American Republic and establish a mon- 
archy began in Chicago in 1903," said 
Gourdain. “We have secret organiza- 
tions in every state and can control 
3,000,000 votes. We know that the only 
way to obtain our desires and fight So- 
clalism ia by a great war which will be 
finished inside the next three years.”’ 

In New York is a mysterious person 
whose name Gourdain refuses to dis- 
cloge, even to the elect until an ap- 
pointed date. 

“This much,”’ he said, “I may say: 
She is American born, young, hand- 
some and rich; possesses business abil- 
ity, tact and common sense. She is of 
royal descent and is very popular in 
American society.

For this reason the Post-Dispatch urges the con- 
centratién of the votes of good Demecrats on Mr.

Nevertheless, I place the ,following 
unpretentious recipes at youy service: 

This dish is often called a gold cake 
and the best kind has a ring in it. 

The fire need not be steady, as too 
much sameness is bad for it. Sugar and 
all kinds of sweets are plentifully added 
in the mixing. But if too much is ac- 
cidéntally used and you see that it is 
unduly puffed up, season with thyme, 
which, though bitter, is useful. 

This cake should be rich and spicy to 
prove mutually satisfactory. 

Too much attention should not be paid 
to it during the cooking. For this rea- 
son some advise you to have several 
in the oven at once, Other cooks con- 
sider that this involves more risk than 
igs necessary, although the cooking of 
this dish is proverbially uncertain. 

If it shows unmistakable signs of per- 
fection, garnish with kisses and serve 
without capers.

In all climates, except Sioux Falls, this 
dish, when properly cooked, will last 
a long time. 

Do not roast; nor is it good when in a 
stew; but cook with gentleness. 

Have a good, even fire of love, un- 
selfishness and much patience. Be sure 
there is no jealousy nor suspicion, as 
this invariably causes the fire to flare 
up and scorch.your dish. 

Do not skewer nor pinion in any way, 
as it is so tender when properly cooked 
as to render this unnecessary, as well 
as dangerous both to the dish and the 
cook. Keep it gently stirred all the 
time. Do not put in all the sweetening 
to begin with, but use it with-discretion 
until it is done. 

This dish is not apt to boil over un- 
less you watch it too closely. The fash- 
ion of using wine and nicotine in the 
home cooking of a husband, and then 
adding cloves to keep the fumes from 
spreading, cannot be too strongly dis- 
couraged, and the neighbors say it can- 
not be done. If it parches easily, use 
plenty of water and soft drinks. 

Do not try with a fork to see if it is 
done. You can tell whether it is tender 
in better ways than this. 

Serve according to the Golden Rule 
and without sauce.

WHAT IS A 


GENTLEMAN? 





Classical 








Post-Dispatch Readers Are Invited to Solve a Riddle Which 
Has Involved New Yorkers in Much Display of 


Quotation. 














HAT is a gentleman?” is a ques- 
W tion raised by a writer in the 
New York Times, which that 

paper undertakes to answer as follows: 
One says, “He is a gentleman,” and 
each hearer, thinking of an imperfec- 
tion, intimates a doubt. If one says; 
“He is not a gentleman,” each bristles 
to the defense; one departs leaving a 
little blot, that of the slanderer, on his 


own repute. So uncertain and 830 
multiform are the definitions of gentle- 


manliness. What is a gentleman? The 
choice can be made among an array of 
ei.quent answers. We think of the 
admiration laid by Burke at the shrine 
of the oid regime: 


‘‘That generoues loyalty to rank and sex, 
that proud submission, that dignified obe- 
dience, that subordination of the heart, 
which kept alive, even in servitude itself, 
the spirit of an exalted freedom. That 
sensitility of principle, that chastity of 
honor, which felt a stain. like a wound, 
which inspired courage, whilst it mitigated 
ferocity, which ennobled whatever it 
touched.’’ 


Panegyric of character, idealization 
of conduct, could not mount higher, the 
questioner might decree, after reading 
Burke; but there is another ideal por- 
trait, painted in love of another type of 
manhood, which would better satisfy 
certain strong minds: 


‘‘The upright soul that bowed to God alone, 
The clean hand that upheld her equal laws, 
The cold demeanor and warm heart beneath, 
The simple grandeur of thy life and death.”’ 

One is the ideal of the Cavalier and 
the other that of the Puritan. Then 
there is the softer outline, sketched by 
a woman poet, which shades into the 
more worldly, more human, less heroic, 
less expansive conception. 


‘Never to turn his back upon a friend, 

Never to lie but for a woman's sake; 

To take the sweets that came within his way, 

And pay the price, if there were price to 
pay.”’ 

Or this, from one of the fluent writers 
of the Washingtonian period, who ex- 
pressed about the average sentiment of 
that time: 


‘‘With him who quaffs his pot of ale, 
Who holds to all an even scale, 

Who hates a knave in each disguise, 
And fears him pot, whate'er his size.” 


There are readers who know Burns’ 
“A mon’s a mon for a’ that,” and 
Charles Maakay'’s less celebrated re- 
joinder, and yet think that the real 
language to describe the gentleman of 
democracy is to be found in “The Vil- 
lage Bidcksmith” : 

‘His brow is wet with honest sweat, 

He earns what’er he can. 
' And looks the whole world in the face, 
For he owes not any man.” 

Dean Swift, himself not a gentleman 
according to any accepted definition, 
though his “‘saeva indignatio” reminds 
us that he was a man, judged that 
“Who ever makes the fewest persons 
uneasy is the best bred in the com- 
pany,” and another critic of life de- 
cides that gentlemanhood consits of 
“the art of avoiding that which gives 
pain to others,” and another simplifies 
Burke's gorgeous passage into this, “A 
gentieman is aman of family whose 
conduct is guided by the motto, ‘no- 
biesse oblige.’ This last definition 
keeps before us the thought which was 
once general, but is now losing ground, 
even in the old monarchies, that &

ATTACK ON JAIL: 
NEGRO LYNCHED

Jailer Shoots Into Mob Which 
Returns Fire—Many Are 
Wounded, Three Fatally. 








PENSACOLA, Fla., July 30.—Three 
men dead and a sccre wounded, three 
probably fatally, is the record of an at- 
tempt last night by a mob to storm the 
County Jail and take out the negro. 
Leander Shaw, who yesterday assaulted 
Mrs. Lillian Davis near here. The mob 
was repulsed at first, but later returned, 
got the negro and hanged him. 

The mob numbered probably a thou- 
sand persons. aA railroad iron was 
brought into play by a dozen men upon 


the iron gate of the Jail yard. At the’ 


same moment the entire mob dashed for 


the Jail entrance. Some climbed over 
the tall iron fence while others ham- 
mered upon the gate. 

The Sheriff, with half a dozen depu- 
ties, stood in windows upstairs with 
drawn revolvers and riot rifles. The 
Sheriff pleaded with the mob vainly and 
the moment the first blow was struck 
on the gate, a volley of shots flashed 
from the upper windows of the Jail. 
This was answered by the crowd, which 
poured volley after volley into the Jail 
windows, wounding two deputies. 

The mob was driven back with many 
wounded and two dead. 

At midnight the mob, which had been 
reinforced by many residents of the sur- 
rounding country, made another attack 
on the Jail. 

The Sheriff and officers were over- 
powered by men who had crept over the 
rear wall and covered them with rifles 
and revolvers. Others broke down the 
cell door and took Shaw out. The negro 
was carried to the center of the plaza 
and hanged to an_ electric light pole, 
after which fully oP a were fired 
into his dangling 

In the attack on the Jail Hr. C. Kellum, 
a street-car conductor, and Bird Nich- 
ols were killed, while Jailor Eaton, A. 
tl’. Knowles and Charley Trunet, mem- 
bers’ Of the mob, were fatally wounded.
